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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed August 3, 2000 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(1), which requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information submitted for 
consideration by the Office. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to sheet 5 has not been considered. The scientific publications listed on sheet 5 were not 
found in application 08/312,881. The IDS with a list of those scientific publications could not be 
found either. Applicant is requested to submit copies of those scientific publications. 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 2 A is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because it fails to show "hoops 20" as 
described in the specification. Arrows 20 are pointing toward the apertures instead than toward 
the hoops. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "hoop-like tubular portions", 
"corrugated portions", "straightened portions", and "generally straight intermediate portions" 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 
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A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 54-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The "hoop-like tubular portions", "corrugated portions", 
"straightened portions", and "generally straight intermediate portions" were not described in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 54-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by MacGregor 
(US 4,994,071). MacGregor discloses a tubular prosthesis having a tubular surface being axially 
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subdivided into two or more hoop-like tubular portions formed from corrugated portions of two 
or more wires or filaments and connected by straightened extension portions (see Abstract; 
column 2, lines 23-36; column 4, lines 1-10; Figures 1 and 1A). 

5. Claims 54-57 and 59-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Maeda et al. (WO 93/13825). Maeda et al. disclose a stent meeting the general structure and 
limitations of claims 54-57 and 59-61 (see Abstract; page 5, lines 23-33; page 6, lines 13-16 and 
lines 25-27; page 9, lines 1 1-16; Figures 1, 3 5 and 6).
